Renewing Our Covenants With God 


“Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and renew 
the kingdom there.”—1 Sam. 11:14. 

Our text has reference to the time 
when Saul was anointed king, but the 
thought we want to get from this is that 
it was a time of renewal. New Year’s 
Day is always a day for stock-taking. Ev- 
ery business firm takes stock. They care- 
fully go over all their business of the past 
year and discard every department or ev- 
ery piece of merchandise that has not paid 
during the year. In large firms they al- 
ways keep a careful account of every 
branch of the business and at the end of 
the year they can check up and tell if it 
has paid expenses or not. Shrewd men 
will not carry in their factories or stores 
things that do not pay. Many firms will 
go out of business because they find 
themselves broke or their business has not 
paid. No good business man will contin- 
ue when he is losing money. He _ will 
either go out of business or change his 
line, 

Also, it is a time when men change 
positions. Clerks are notified if they will 
be retained or not. Some of them go to 
other places because they get better 
wages. We can say that this is a time for 
promotion. Hands who have been faith- 
ful and efficient are generally promoted. 

We have heard some criticism offered 
by Christians who claim that they don’t 
have to renew their covenants, or, in 
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other words, once they started with the 
Lord and made their vows, they have kept 
them so closely until they don’t have to 
renew, especially on New Year’s Day. I 
am persuaded to believe that the best 
Christians in the world need to renew 
their covenants with God. In other words, 
they need to take inventory of their stock 
on hand of Christian love and fellowship, 
and at least decide that they are going 
to improve their time and talent in the 
year to come. It always helps us to pray 
and ask God to make us a greater bless- 
ing than we have ever been. It is a sad 
fact that too many Christians live be- 
neath their privileges, use what God has 
given them for selfish motives and fail 
to help others as they should. I have ref- 
erence more to our Christian duty as 
speaking a good word of cheer to others 
and expressing to them our love and for 
their best interest. It is sad when we see 
how selfish the world has grown and 
how little they seem to care one for an- 
other, when thousands are longing for 
their love: and for words of encourage- 
ment. We pass this way only one time 
and should we fail to do what God would 
have us do, our reward will not be so 
great. In fact, we are not working for 
just the reward alone but we are working 
to promote the cause of Christ and be a 
blessing to our fellowman. 


I have often thought, as I have taken 
a backward look, how I could have im- 
proved my work and, oh, so many things 
I could have done that would have 
brought blessings to others, but the day 
had slipped away and nightfall was on 
and opportunities had passed that never 
came again, and then I would have thou- 
sands of regrets; but the enemy was al- 
ways lurking around to cheat me out of 
opportunities and cause me to fail to do 
my best for my Master. I have often won- 
dered what Paul meant when he said that 
after he had done all he could do he was 
an unprofitable servant. We look over the 
life of this wonderful man of God and 
think of him as a hero and a champion 
of the cause of Christ, and yet, when the 
shadows lengthened out and the sun of 
his life was going down, he declared that 
he was unprofitable. I guess this is the 
way all conservative, crucified servants 
look upon their work, but with many of 
us this is too true. I know God expects us 
to do our best and to Him and His Word 
we must be true. 


It is high time for us to awake out of 
sleep as our Master said the day is far 
spent and the night is at hand. The years 
pass so swiftly by. It seems but yesterday 
since I made my first vow and started in 
this Christian race. I have done so little. 
I have been so selfish. But God has been so 
good to me. He gave me opportunities ‘to

Remember the Aged Ministers 

Ministers, pay 1c out of every dollar 
of your income, monthly, on $50.00 and 
above. 

Our ruling, page 147, paragraph 1i, 
of the 1937 Minutes: “All ministers 
whose remuneration from all sources 
equals $50.00 or more per month pay one 
per cent on his income and forward to 
Church of God Secretary at the end of 
each month with his monthly report, to 
create a fund for the support of aged 
ministers. We further recommend that 
the pastor of each local church set apart 
one day annually in honor of aged min- 
isters, for the purpose of raising ten cents 
per member of his entire membership, re- 
ceipts to be forwarded to Church of God 


General Secretary for the purpose of 
further increasing the above named 
fund.” 


It seems that a number of our minis- 
ters misunderstand about their pro rata 
for the aged ministers. The ruling plainly 
states, “All ministers whose remuneration 
from ALL sources equals $50.00 or more 
per month pay one per cent of his in- 
come.” For instance, if your total re- 
ceipts amounted to $50.00 you would owe 
50c to the aged ministers’ amount to be 
sent to the General Secretary. Don’t con- 
fuse this with net receipts. This means 
gross receipts, before you deduct expenses 
for anything. Further example, if you re- 
ceive $35.00 tithes and $19.00 offering, 
your total receipts will figure $54.00 and 
you would send 54c with your report. 

Please, ministers, be fair and faithful to 
the precious old veterans of the cross and 
invest a few pennies to help them. If Je- 
sus tarries you will be aged some day, and 
I am sure you would appreciate receiving 
help from such a fund. Frankly, I feel 
we should be eager to help those precious 
men for what they have done, regardless 
of whether or not we should ever become 
beneficiaries of such a fund. 

We are constantly aiding more aged 
ministers all along, and this, of course, 
calls for more finance. I know you ap- 
preciate the precious brethren who have 
labored and toiled for years to promote 
the work of the Church and please, don’t 
forget them with your one per cent. 

State overseers, please check carefully 
the ministers’ reports and those who are 
failing to include their aged ministers’ 
quota, take the matter up with them im- 
mediately, as some may not understand 
the system. 

A number of the state overseers are 
undertaking to complete their drive for 
ten cents per member for aged ministers 


by Christmas, thus making their offering 
a Christmas gift and meeting their quota 
to the Church. Just think, one little dime 
a year to help those who are now not able 
to preach and work as in days passed. 
God will reward you for the kindness 
shown these blessed men and women. 





An Overseer at Work

a state overseer:

“Dear Brother Walker:

“All is going good in___._....wita 
few exceptions. I have traveled 5,000 
miles in six weeks, have preached almost

Let us examine our hearts and 
face our weaknesses. Make no apologies

Text: Luke 8:15, “But that on the 
good ground are they, which in an hon- 
est and good heart, having heard the 
Word, keep it, and bring forth fruit with 
patience.” 

Not all of the Word of God sown by 
God’s servants, reach an honest and good 
heart and bring forth fruits of holiness, 
but thank God some do. 

We are living in such an evil day un- 
til the morals of the human family seem 
to be considerably weakening and their 
words also are failing in strength and 
effect. The honest man is not every man 
we meet in life, anymore. We are made 
just here to think of the statement of 
David in Psalms 12:1 where he said, 
“Help, Lord; for the godly man ceaseth; 
for the faithful fail from among the chil- 
dren of men. They speak vanity every 
one with his neighbor: with flattering 
lips and with a double heart do they 
speak.” If a two-faced person is danger- 
ous, surely the doubt-hearted may bear 
watching. Isaiah 59:14, “And judgment 
is turned away backward and justice 
standeth afar off, for truth is fallen in 
the street and equity cannot enter.” Peo- 
ple have become so irreliable until one 1s 
made to wonder at times who will do to 
trust. The evil of dishonesty is so stronz 
today until (although I regret to say) 
the righteous are suspicioned and closely 
being watched along this line. 

We learn of this as we travel on frora 
place to place. We find the business con- 
cerns are not so interested in doing busi- 
ness with some churches. They do not so 
much as care to credit some preachers. Is 
there not a cause for this? Only recent- 
ly one of our preachers, in trying to rent 
a building for worship in a certain place, 
was denied unless he would agree to pay 
the rent three months in advance. Upon 
inquiry it was learned that some poising 
as holiness in the past, had rented from 
the man and went away without paying. 
Oh, it is terrible how people have taken 
advantage of the goodness of the worthy 
names “Church”, “holiness”, ‘“‘God’s peo- 
ple”, and as intruders they have sponged 
upon the goodness of God’s people. 

Has not this spirit made its appearance 
even in our own ranks? Strong security 
has to be given today in order to get any 
loan, either credit at any rate, anywhere, 
from anybody. It has been said that a 
person is no stronger than his word. May 
God help us to be honest and prove to 
this world that we are honest in word 
and in practice. I have often thought of 
the case of Ananias and Sapphira. Cer- 
tainly God does not love a dishonest 
spirit. In the light of the Scripture it is 
hard for me to have confidence in any- 
one’s profession if that person fails to 
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tell the truth and fails to take care of 
his obligations. 

Luke 16:10, “He that is faithful in 
that which is least is faithful also in 
much: and he that is unjust in the least 
is unjust also in much. If therefore ye 
have not been faithful in the unright- 
eous mammon, who will commit to your 
trust the true riches?” 

As long ago as I can remember, I re- 
collect an old colored man who lived in 
the country not far from home. My fa- 
ther learned that he was honest and truth- 
ful. From time to time he bought corn, 
meat, and feed from my father and al- 
ways met his obligations. His record was 
good. While I don’t suppose he knew any- 
thing in his life of sanctification and of 
the Holy Ghost and the Church of God 
as we have learned of in our day, but 
when it came to being honest, paying his 
just and honest debts, the life and exam- 
ple of old Uncle Lewis Bailey would 
be a pattern for some in our day. 

I just here think of Job 16:19, “Also 
now, behold my witness is in heaven and 
my record is on high.” May God bless us 
to be honest as we ge through life, with 
our fellowman, with the Lord, with His 
Church, with ourselves and with each 
other (and without even having to be 
signed up so heavily to where we can be 
compelled by force of !aw to do what we 
say) in the way of meeting our obliga- 
tions, and let our word be our bond, and 
that upon the ground of principle, in 
word and in deed. Sow that that we 
would be willing to reap and do as. we 
would like to be done by and thus build 
a record we will not be asnamed to meet 
when we come to the end of life’s short 
way. Amen.

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What Will You Give in Exchange for 
Your Soul?

Text: “For what is a man profited, if 
be shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul? or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul?” Matt. 16: 26. 


INTRODUCTION 

The song, “What Will You Give in 
Exchange for Your Soul” was one of the 
first sacred songs to make a national hit. 
The song is sung in many churches and 
over most every broadcasting station in 
America. The soul is the eternal, moral 
part of man; it is the real seat of life and 
is very valuable. The Son of God died to 
redeem the soul of man to the Father of 
us all, and yet thousands are unsaved. 
Man consists of a trinity—the soul, the 
spirit and the body. 1 Thess. 5:23. The 
body at death returns to earth and the 
soul on to the judgment. After death is 
the judgment. Heb. 9:27. ° 

THE SOUL 

The first record we have of the soul is 
in Genesis 2:7. The body was first made 
from the dust of the ground and was life- 
less. James says, “The body is dead with- 
out the spirit.” Adam was a lifeless form 
until God breathed the breath of life in- 
to his nostrils and he became a living soul, 
The soul carried life into the body and it 
became conscious of the knowledge of 
life. The soul came after the body was 
existing and the soul came from God. 
“As the Lord liveth that made us this 
soul,” Jer. 38:16. The first Adam was 
earthly and the second Adam was made a 
quickening spirit and we must bear the 
image of both, for that which is born 
of the flesh is flesh and that of the Spirit 
is spirit. The soul is the violative part of 
man, it is not the flesh that sins but the 
soul, “The soul that sinneth, it shall die.” 
Ezek. 18:20. Therefore, you must be born 
again, not the natural birth but the soul 
must be recovered from sin and made 
anew by the blood of the Lamb. 

THE SOUL AND BODY 

The soul and body are two separable 
parts inserted in one union of a function- 
al human. The Scripture refers to them 
as “BOTH soul and BODY.” Paul says, 
“For WE that are IN this tabernacle do 
groan,... knowing that while we art at 
home IN THE BODY, we are absent 
from the Lord, . . . and willing rather 
to be absent from the BODY, and to be 
present with the Lord.” 

The soul is evacuated from the body 
by death. The incident of the widow’s 
son is a true fact of this. “And he 
stretched himself upon the child three 
times, and cried unto the Lord, and said, 
O Lord my God, I pray thee, let this 


child’s soul come INTO HIM AGAIN 
(the second time). . . . And the SOUL 
of the child came into him again, and 
he (his body) revived,” 1 Kings 17:21, 
22. The body of this child was dead un- 
til the eternal part had returned from the 
hands of God and re-entered. The body 
can be killed at the hands of men but the 
soul they cannot kill. “But rather fear 
him that is able to destroy BOTH SOUL 
AND BODY in hell.” Matt. 10:28. We 
read of the souls (not bodies) under the 
altar in Rev. 6:9-11. These souls had de- 
parted from the body which had been 
slain for the Word of God, and for the 
testimony which they held, and it was said 
unto them, that they should rest (saved 
souls) yet for a little season, until their 
fellowservants also and their brethren, 
that should be killed as they were, should 
be fulfilled. The bodies were killed but 
the souls lived on, blessed be the name of 
the Lord. 


THE SOUL CAN BE SAVED 


It is true that the body—flesh and 
blood—cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God, 1 Cor. 15:50, but the soul must re- 
turn to God for His righteous judgment 
upon it, The soul of man was kidnapped 
from God in the garden by sin and has 
since been kept in the prison of satanic 
powers. The blood of Christ has been of- 
fered as the ransom to redeem the soul to 
its rightful owner, “Who gave himself a 
ransom for all.” 1 Tim. 2:6. David said, 
“The law of the Lord is perfect, convert- 
ing the soul.” Psa, 19:7. The conversion 
of the soul brings the body in harmony 
with its desires and causes both to glorify 
God. “Therefore glorify God in your 
body, and in your spirit which are God’s.” 
1 Cor. 6:20. Again we read, “He. . . shall 
save the souls of the needy, (all lost souls 
are needy). He shall redeem their soul 
from deceit and violence.” Psa. 72:13, 
14, James says that the soul can be saved 
by “aying apart all filthiness and super- 
fluity of naughtiness, and receive with 
meekness the engrafted word which is 
able to save your souls.” James 1:21. The 
preaching of the Word is needed greatly. 
It is the only means whereby the soul can 
be reached in order to be saved. “The 
word of God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any twoedged sword, pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder of the 
soul.” Heb. 4:12. Paul says, “If any man 
draw back my soul shall have no pleasure 
in him, but we are not of them that draw 
back unto perdition, but of them that be- 
lieve to the saving of the soul.” Heb. 10: 
38, 39.

EXCHANGE? 


If one could gain the entire commercial 
world and all its wealth and in the end 
lose his soul, what would be the profit? 
Lost without God. One dying man said, 
“If all the wealth of the world were mine 
to dispose of, I would give it all for one 
hour to live.”

We should en- 
deavor to escape the fireworks of God's 
wrath, strive to enter, for many shall 
seek but will not be able, because strait 
is the gate and narrow is the way which 
leadeth unto life and few there be that 
find it. Matt. 7:14. “The way of life is 
above to the wise that he may depart 
from hell beneath.” Prov. 15:24.

work for Him. I have often looked at the 
aged ministers and watched them after 
they retired from active service. They 
seemed so lonely, and to hear them tell it, 
they had made so many failures, but I 
guess this is the best way to feel about it. 
But when we remember their burning 
messages of love as they brought the 
Word to us, and look around and see the 
souls that were blessed in their meetings, 
hear them preach and testify of being 
saved from the powers of hell and dark- 
ness, and see them as they went out and 
spread the glad tidings, joining hands 
with those that were blessed in their 
meetings, and see how the gospel spread 
all over counties and states, and even peo- 
ple in the foreign fields had been blessed 
by some of God’s ministers, all of these 
hearing the gospel through these pioneer 
preachers, we wonder why they seemed 
so lonely and why they would ever have 
a regret, but eternity alone will tell the 
story. 

The Church has gone by leaps and 
bounds over the United States, the islands 
of the seas, and some foreign countries, 
and some come along and rejoice in their 
achievements and seem only to think of 
what they have done themselves. But we 
know that God still lives and some day 
the great Stockkeeper will give us a list 
of the work done and assign to every 
laborer his reward. So here we are on 
New Year’s Day answering the roll call 
and ready to renew our covenants with 
God. As the patriots and sages of old, we 
are ready to reenlist for 1938 and declare 
for more efficient service. We are ready 
to tell our heavenly Father we will fight 
a little harder and suffer a little more 
that others may know about this wor 
derful salvation. 

Some may say that these vows don’t 
amount to anything, but I know by ex- 
perience that they do, The man that falls 
down and never gets up never gets any- 
where, so let us rise in the power and 
might of our heavenly Father and take 
our stand for truth and right. If you 
have been light and chaffy, make your 
vow to be more serious. If you have beea 
backward and failed to stand for the 
truth, say, By the grace of God I will 
take my stand for the right thing and 
work with more energy than ever before. 

RENEW OUR STRENGTH 

“But they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they shali 
run, and not be weary; and they shail 
walk, and not faint.” Isa. 40:31. 

This scripture refers to the millennium 
and of course those who are sorely perse- 
cuted during the tribulation week, that 
hold on or wait on the Lord, have this 
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great promise, “they shall mount up with 
wings as eagles.” 

We feel that we do no violence to the 
Scripture to make this application to 
those of today. The Lord wants us to be 
strong and such strength only comes to 
those who trust fully in Him, I am sure 
that every one that turns wholly to God 
for overcoming grace in these days of 
peril and disappointment will receive 
from His bountiful hand that strength 
and needed grace to stand every test. 
Without Him we can do nothing, but io 
Him we can do anything that is holy, 
just, and right. We feel sometimes that 
we are tried so hard and I have known 
of many who have beén tried until they 
thought they could not go any farther, 
but He has said He would never leave us 
nor forsake us, but would go with us ail 
the way, even to the end, and His prom- 
ise has never failed. 

Somehow I feel that God is giving me 
these words to encourage some soul that 
needs to renew his covenant with God. 
When we look around us and see how 
far from God the world has gone, our 
hearts are made to bleed. There is no use 
for us to make our boast and say that 
the world is not getting into the Church 
for we can see every day that the spirit 
of the world is getting in. I love to think 
of those days when we declared out and 
out for God. I remember so many people 
who disrobed themselves of every worldly 
thing. Some of them were using artificial 
things to improve their looks, and es- 
pecially do I remember one special wom- 
an who, when God got through with her, 
didn’t look like the same person, but the 
power and victory that she had was worth 
more than all the world. I don’t believe 
this woman has changed, and thousands 
of others remain true to their vows to 
God. 

I wonder if the preachers are preaching 
restitutions, telling the people to clean 
up, as they used to preach it. If you have 
become lax and are now trying to please 
the people, I would advise you to renew 
your covenant with God and preach old- 
time, Bible holiness, just like they did in 
the early days of reformation. I will 
never forget those days of decision. They 
were days of power. I have seen whole 
congregations fall into the altar. The 
lives of many of them were changed. 
They went out and lived new lives. Many 
of them have passed on but their works 
still follow them. I am praying for God 
to bring deep and pungent conviction on 
His preachers and help them preach with- 
out fear of contradiction. Such preaching 
as this will bring down God’s power and 
cause men to be changed. Come, let us 
lift up our voices together and magnify 
the Lord. 

If I have any discernment, the coming 
of Jesus is close at hand. So many thou- 
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sands of people have forgotten God. They 
may be church-goers but that is all. We 
should not work just for the reward we 
receive in this life, but remember, God 
will reward those who are faithful, My 
heart is welling up with gratitude. I 
have that burning zeal in my heart to 
carry this message. I am stronger in body 
today than I have ever been and I feel 
that I could tell lost souls about Jesus in 
an effective way. Come, let us bow down 
before Him and renew our covenants with 
Him, put away those things that hinder 
us, take an inventory of our lives, and 
discard everything that we feel God 
would be displeased with. God is able to 
make His messengers effective in spite of 
the powers of sin and darkness. Lord, 
help us to make this the best year for the 
Church, 

Somehow I want to say some things 
that ought to be said, but maybe I have 
said enough to show you the need of re- 
newing our covenant with God. I feel 
sometimes that our love is slipping away. 
That will be a sad day for the Church. 
I don’t believe there is an organization on 
earth that ought to be as close to God as 
the Church. We ought to hold the Bible 
standard so high until not only indi- 
viduals but organizations would see the 
unity and power and be constrained to 
lay down every imperfection and help us 
in this last great fight. It will be a sad day 
when we become like other people. That 
is the very thing that separated Israel 
from God. They wanted to be like other 
people. Samuel told them of their mistakes 
and error and pled with tears in his eyes 
to disobedient Israel, but they laughed at 


him and pursued their course to their 
hurt. 
May the Lord help us on this New 


Year’s Day to renew our covenants with 
God and declare that by His help and 
power we will live just a little closer and 
do more for Him than we have ever done, 
is my prayer.
